Woman rescued 
from Whirlpool 
survives, thanks 
to 'river gods' and 
jet boat staff

It’s not unusual for the 
Whirlpool Jet Boats to be called 
upon for help on the river, but 
the latest near-tragic situation 
proved to be particularly 
rewarding for all involved. 

John Kinney, president of 
the local attraction, says in a 
typical season he may get 10 to 
15 calls from local emergency 
personnel asking for help. 

Most of the calls—the ones 
to retrieve bodies from the 
Niagara River—don’t come to 
the attention of the media, but 
two incidents of successful 
rescues have garnered recent 
accolades for the company 
and the employees involved. 

Kinney and Whirlpool Jets 
received a commendation last 
week from the Niagara Parks 
Commission for a rescue that 
occurred in August, 2010, and 
more recently, he and two of 
his employees were publicly 
thanked by a woman whose 
life was saved when she was 
pulled from the river last

While hiking on the US 
side Monday, July 18, 
30-year-old Lindsey Burgess 
from Missouri fell in the 
water and was swept down¬ 
river, to one of the most tur¬ 
bulent points where two 
currents move in opposite 
directions, at the exit of the 
Whirlpool, says Kinney. 

Passengers and crew on a 
near-by jet boat saw a man, 
her fiance, frantically wav¬ 
ing from shore, and then 
saw her in the water. 

While the captain of the 
boat, Queenston resident 
Corey Ziraldo, got the vessel 
as close as he could, a 
19-year-old first-year crew 
member, Brittany Thomson 
from Niagara Fails, tried to 
reach her. 

Throwing a lifeline 
wouldn't work—at that point 
in the river nothing will stay 
afloat, says Kinney. 

The crew and passengers 
watched in horror as 


Burgess, by then exhausted 
and semi-conscious, was 
pulled under the water for a 
full three minutes. 

But "the river gods 
brought her back up again,” 
Kinney said—and also saw 
to it that the jet boat was in 
the right place at the right 
time, giving Thomson a 
chance to grab hold of a 
piece of the drowning wom¬ 
an's clothing with a pole and 
with help from passengers, 
pull her into the boat. 

Thomson and two other 
passengers performed CPR 
on what was at that point a 
lifeless body, says Kinney. 

The boat docked in 
Lewiston, not far from St. 
Mary's Hospital, and from 
there Burgess was trans¬ 
ferred to Erie County 
Medical Center in Buffalo. 

This time, the story had a 
happy ending— against what 
seemed like all odds, and 
thanks mainly to Thomson 
for keeping a level head and 
doing what she had been 


trained to do, the woman 
survived, said Kinney. 

Two years ago, a similar 
situation had a completely 
different ending—a young 
girl fell in the river at about 
the same spot, but when the 
call for help came, all the jet 
boats were down river, and 
the girl drowned before they 
could get to her. 

Often, Kinney said, the 
boats are called on to rescue 
someone injured in the 
gorge. 

That was the case last 
August, when a 67-year-old 
Ontario resident was in the 
Niagara Glen when she was 
struck in the head by a rock 
of about five pounds, which 
had fallen from the cliff wall 
above her. 

A call to 911 brought 
emergency medical person¬ 
nel and first aid was admin¬ 
istered, but carrying her up 
the gorge wall was going to 
be slow and difficult.

The Krause family has 
opened their hearts and 
their home to Babilonic — 
inviting him to run, swim 
and enjoy daily life in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for two 
weeks as part of the Fresh 
Air Fund. 

Debbie and her husband 
Kevin Krause said they heard 
about the program three 


years ago through word-of- 
mouth. 

The program — which 
has seven participating fam¬ 
ilies in NOTL — offers inner 
city children aged six to 12 a 
change from die hot, noisy 
streets and enjoy a relaxing 
experience living with a 
family in the country for a 
week or two or longer. 

“We heard about the 
Fresh Air Fund and we spent 
a lot of time talking about it. 
We just felt like it was some¬ 
thing we should do.” 

For the past three sum¬ 
mers, Babilonic has travelled 
by bus from his home in 
New York City to spend time 
with the Krauses and their 
three children, Noah, 12, 
Jordan, 14, and Amanda, 18. 
He says it’s something he 
looks forward to every year. 

“I was nervous the first 
time, but I just tried to relax. 
It’s weird at first but you get 
used to it” 

And it was an interesting 
experience for the family to 
get to know Babilonic when 


he first started visiting. 

"When Jaylee came for 
the first time, we just tried to 
get to know him,” says Kevin 
Krause. “Before we knew it, 
the week was over and we 
were saying goodbye.” 

The teenager says he 
enjoys swimming in the 
Krauses’ pool, eating meals 
outside on the patio and 
hanging out — things he 
wouldn't necessarily have 
the chance it do at home. 
“It’s different here, it's not as 
crowded. At home, there are 
people everywhere.” 

Krause and her husband 
say inviting Babilonic each 
summer has been an amaz¬ 
ing experience. 

“We lucked out because 
the three boys connected, 
everyone got along and no 
personalities clashed.” 

Although Babilonic and 
the Krause family live eight 
hours apart from each other, 
they realized they are more

For the Krause Family, 
the Fresh Air Fund has been 
an eye-opener and a life¬ 
changing experience.

Starbucks promises more 
than the great coffee its first 
store began brewing 40 
years ago—the mission of 


the chain of coffeehouses is 
“to inspire and nurture the 
human spirit - one person, 
one cup and one neighbor¬ 
hood at a time.” 

It is about to bring that 
mission to a Niagara-on- 
the-Lake neighbourhood, 
with plans to open on 
Queen Street in August. 

Starbucks in other neigh¬ 
bourhoods have become 
places to meet friends, to 
work or study, and are often 
part of a daily routine. David 
Jones, the owner of the block 
of stores on Queen Street 
that will include Starbucks, 
expects that will happen in 
NOTL. 

As much as he hopes the 
location at 118 Queen will 
attract more tourists to that 
end of the street, he also 
anticipates it becoming a 
drop-in for residents on a 
trip to the Valu-mart or the 
post office.

About a year ago, Jones 
purchased the commercial 
building at 219 Victoria, 
which had been empty for 
some time, and a block of 
stores on the main street- 
118, 122,124 and 126 Queen 
Street, which includes the 
building known locally as 
The Smithy, set in behind 
the stores. 


After hiring a retail con¬ 
sultant to research what 
might work on Queen Street, 
Jones made some decisions 
and went to the town for 
rezoning. 

The building on Victoria 
and the Smithy have been 
rezoned for residential 
use—after years of problems 
finding tenants—and will be 
sold as “fractional owner¬ 
ship,” allowing more visitors 
to come to town for longer 
periods of time, said Jones. 

"It’s an option to buy a 
condominium in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake for a fraction of 
the price, and will bring a 
good clientele back to town." 

He’s had former NOTL 
town planner John Perry 
helping him work through 
planning issues, including 
the rezoning and parking 
requirements. 

As for Starbucks, Jones 
said he approached several 


national chains looking for 
tenants, and discovered 
Starbucks had been looking 
for a suitable location in 
NOTL for about five years. 
His 118 Queen Street space, 
with room out back for a 
patio, turned out to be just 
what they were looking for. 

"It cost a lot to bring 
Starbucks in. I’ve spent 
about $118,000 on the prop¬ 
erty, just for hydro, and 
invested a lot on landscap¬ 
ing. My goal is to bring in the 
best tenants—and Starbucks 
will be good for the town 
and good for other tenants.” 

Jones knows NOTL well. 
He spent part of his youth in 
town, attended Niagara 
District Secondary School, 
worked at the Oban Inn dur¬ 
ing his university years, 
golfed at the NOTL Golf 
Club and built 


Quickservices Technologies, 
a business supply company, 
on Townline Road. 

He knows that NOTL has a 
reputation for resisting 
change. 

But he has had nothing 
but positive response to the 
news of the coming of 
Starbucks, he said. 

Working with the town 
planning department has 
also been a positive experi- 

"I knew there would be 
regulations and limitations 
to working in the heritage 
district. But Starbucks has 
honoured that. And I think 
it’s good that the heritage 
district has its rules. It can be 
challenging but at the same 
time the town has been great 
to deal with. It’s easy to do 
what you want to do, as long 
as you work with the rules.”

Congrats to local heroes 


A woman came very dose to losing 
her life in the Niagara River last 
week, and would have if not for 
the intervention of the captain and crew 
member of a Whirlpool Jet Boat which 
thankfully happened to be in the right 
place at the right time. 

Fortunately, the water crew had the 
skill and training required for a success¬ 
ful rescue, and the presence of mind to 

Corey Ziraldo was able to navigate the 
boat to the right place and hold it there 
while first-year staff member Brittany 
Thomson pulled the woman to safety at 
one of the most turbulent spots on the 
Niagara River and, with help from pas¬ 
sengers experienced in CPR, performed 
the life-saving measure on the woman. 
She had no life signs when she was 


pulled aboard, but recovered in hospital 
and has returned home to Missouri, 
apparently no worse for the experience. 

The fact that Whirlpool Jet Boat presi¬ 
dent John Kinney says his boats and staff 
have been involved in about 100 rescue 
and recovery operations indicates the 
danger of the Niagara Gorge and the 
river, and their willingness to help when 
called to do so. The way the jet boat crew 
responded shows a professionalism and 
skill that is to be commended, as is the 
company for ensuring crew members 
receive extensive and appropriate rescue 
training.

voila—green grass again. 

Keep the bird bath filled up 
just now as this heat bothers 
some of our birds and they 
need to drink, just like us. It 
is a good idea to place shal¬ 
low trays filled with water, 
throughout your garden or 
on your balcony for all the

The day lilies gave us a nice 
show and the stems can 
now be cut back, as can the 
dead flower stems of the 


hostas (just tidies things up). 

I used spider plants as a 
contrast in some of my 
planters and I am really 
pleased with the results as 
they seem to like the heat. I 
guess we will have to rethink 
some of our old favourites if 
this is the kind of summers 
we can expect. It goes with¬ 
out saying that the flowering 
jasmine is full of flowers, the 
perfume is beautiful and it 
loves the heat. 

Looking out the window I 
was puzzled by some 
intense colour in the middle 
of the tamarix tree, as it 
blooms at the end of the 
branches, so I went out to 
investigate and found it was 
the head of a six-foot tall 
canna where I had left the 
pot in the shade, as it had 
attractive yellow and green 
striped foliage—a really nice 
surprise.

With Willowbank becom¬ 
ing well-known in the indus¬ 


try, the school of restoration 
arts has plans to to expand 
its programs. 

Patrick MacNeil, chair of 
the Laura Secord School 
Subcommittee and member 
of the Willowbank board of 
directors told council that 
Laura Secord Elementary 
School — which has been 
closed and considered sur¬ 
plus by the District School 
Board of Niagara — would 
make a perfect addition for 
more classrooms and work¬ 
shops to the school of resto¬ 
ration arts. 

"Willowbank grads are 
more in demand — most of 
them now have very good 
jobs in the field." 


MacNeil said the school 
hopes to expand by accept¬ 
ing more students. 

"Our goal is to improve 
sustainability from 10 to 20 
students.” 

The location of Laura 
Secord would be ideal 
because it’s close to 
Willowbank, and the school’s 
playground could continue 
to be used for a public park, 
MacNeil told council. 

“There is no other prop¬ 
erty around which would be 
suitable for our needs and 
we certainly would protect 
the heritage of Laura Secord. 
The land is perfect because 
it is already zoned to meet 
our needs.” 


He said the DSBN is giv¬ 
ing government agencies, 
which include the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, a 
90-day period within which 
they are given an opportu¬ 
nity to express an interest in 
acquiring the property. 

If there are no parties 
interested in the property, 
the sale of the school would 
be opened up to the general 
public. 

MacNeil told council he 
was informed by the DSBN 
that the best chance to 
secure the property was by 
having the town act on 
behalf of Willowbank. 

An expression of interest 
in the school would open up 


discussions with the DSBN 
as to what will happen with 
the former school, he said. 

Council asked MacNeil 
what an expression of inter¬ 
est for the school would 
mean for the town. 

Councillors wanted to 
know whether or not the 
property would be pur¬ 
chased by the town and 
rented to Willowbank, or if 
the town would purchase 
thepropertyandWillowbank 
would pay the town back. 

MacNeil said there are 
details to be worked out, 
including how the school 
would be paid for, but he 
hoped council would act on 
behalf of Willowbank before 


the 90-day period is up. 

He added the town would 
incur no costs for doing so. 

“It’s important when you 
have a heritage building, it 
has to have a life to sustain 
it," Lord Mayor Davide Eke 
told council. 

He agreed with fellow 
councilors that more infor¬ 
mation was needed about 
what an expression of inter¬ 
est to the DSBN would 
entail. 

“Hopefully we can work 
this together into a positive

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Little-known NOTL woman considered angel of mercy by Polish

The tale of Polish soldiers 
who died in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake in 1917 is well-known, 
but often forgotten is the 
story of the 'angel of mercy’ 
who came to their aid. 

Sarah Maloney, managing 
director of the Niagara 
Historical Museum, would 
like to see Elizabeth Carr 
Asher recognized as the 
hero that she was to Polish 
troops who came to NOTL 
to train at Camp Niagara on 
the Commons during the 
First World War. 

The intention of this spe¬ 
cialized group was to go to 
France and help free their 
homeland from foreign rule. 

The town was initially 
nervous about the newcom¬ 
ers, but eventually allowed 
them to use the public 
buildings and even some 
homes free of charge, says 
Maloney. 

But many of the soldiers, 
who were of Polish descent 
but had come from all over 
North America, never got to 
see military action—they 
were felled by the influenza 
that swept through town 
that year. 

Most NOTL residents are 
aware of the Polish Burial 
Ground, the little corner of 
the St. Vincent de Paul 
church cemetery where the 
Polish soldiers are buried, 
and where every June many 
of Polish descent make the 


pilgrimage to honour the 
fallen heroes, says Maloney. 

But regrettably, Asher 
(1869-1941) is often forgot¬ 
ten, she says. 

“Mrs. Asher is one of the 
Niagara residents most 
noted for her efforts to help 
the Polish soldiers and those 
suffering from destruction in 
Poland during and following 
the war,” she says. 

Once referred to as the 
Polish angel of mercy, Asher 
made significant efforts to 
integrate the soldiers in 
i and even tended to the

the Catholic church. 

After the war, she worked 
diligently to raise funds and 
send supplies monthly to 
the starving and war-strick¬ 
en families in Poland, and 
encouraged locals to work 
together to support the 
country. 

She was also a member 
and strong supporter of the 
Niagara Historical Society, 
and the NOTL correspon¬ 
dent for the St. Catharines 
Standard during those years. 

In 1922, Asher was deco¬ 
rated with the Order of 


Polonia Restituta which is 
one of Poland’s highest 
orders, and the symbol of 
the order is engraved on her 
St. Mark’s tombstone. 

She later received the 
Haller Medal, the Order of 
Miecze Hallerowski and the 
Cross of Merit. These Polish 
military decorations were 
the first to be awarded not 
only to a Canadian but also a 
woman, said Maloney. 

It's not known why she 
was so dedicated to helping 
the Polish—a group of 
Toronto researchers who 


want her recognized as part 
of the annual June parade 
and memorial service are 
trying to discover whether 
she had Polish ancestry. 

But Maloney feels it’s like¬ 
ly simply that she was a car¬ 
ing and compassionate per¬ 
son who was moved by the 
plight of the Polish people. 

Since Aug. 1 is the birth 
date of Asher, Maloney 
decided the time was right 
to tell her story, and hope 
that she comes to be known 
as a local hero as she

“It was 19 horns of driving 
and we were worried all the 
way home she wouldn’t make 
it,” said Tom Jenkins, a fire¬ 
fighter at the station. 

It all started when Jenkins 
asked what had happened to 
the old fire truck, which led 
him to former fire chief Gerry 
Whittaker. 

The town of NOTL pur¬ 
chased the pumper in 1952 
for $10,479. 

It was delivered to the 
Virgil Fire Station where it 
remained in service until 
1973 when it was 
replaced by an 
updated fire truck. 

The pumper was 
then sold to the 
Niagara District 
Airport because the 
fire station had no 
room for it. The 
pumper was housed 
in the airport's 
garage where it was 
used to provide 
emergency services 
for 18 years. 


Whittaker had purchased 
the vehicle shortly after he 
retired in 1991 — the truck 
had been decommissioned 
after 38 years of active ser- 

The retired fire chief said 
he enjoyed restoring the 
pumper to its original glory as 
a hobby. He kept the pumper 
under a tarp in his driveway 
during warm weather and he 
would store it in the winter. 

Whittaker eventually 
began to notice deterioration 
in die vehicle, so he thought it 
was best to find a home better 
suited for the old girl. 

"Unless you have a good 
warm place to keep a vehicle, 
it will deteriorate. I didn’t like 
to see it go, but I didn’t want 
to see it ruined.” 

Whittaker sold the pump¬ 


er to a man in Virginia who 
used it for parades and spe¬ 
cial events — who then sold 
to another owner in Virginia. 

Whittaker said he is 
thrilled to have the pumper 
back home in Virgil—he

Oldest Parks Commission 
building open after renovations 
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> Historic 
McFarland 
House gets 
upgrades in prepa¬ 
ration for War of 
1812 bicentennial.

One of the oldest build¬ 
ings in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
has undergone extensive 
renovations in preparation 
for the upcoming bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations next year. 

McFarland House, on the 
Niagara River Parkway, was 
built in 1800 by John 
McFarland from bricks 
made in a kiln on the prop¬ 
erty. 

During the War of 1812, it 
was used as a hospital by 
both the British and 
American armies, and a gun 
battery on the property 
helped guard the Niagara 

The British raid and cap¬ 
ture of Fort Niagara in 
December, 1813, was 
launched from the ravine 
behind the home, one of the 
only buildings that had sur¬ 
vived the burning of Newark 
as the American forces 
retreated from the area. 

Friday, the Niagara Parks 
Commission’s oldest his¬ 
toric property re-opened 
after extensive renovations, 
including a “historically- 
inspired" conservatory that 
has replaced the open patio, 
said Janice Thomson, inter¬ 
im chair of the Parks 
Commission. 

It is the first large-scale 
improvement at the proper¬ 
ty to be made since the 
Parks Commission acquired 
it more than 50 years ago. 


The renovations were 
funded as part of $8.94 mil¬ 
lion in infrastructure fund¬ 
ing from the province and 
the federal government that 
also allowed for improve¬ 
ments to Laura Secord 
Homestead in Queenston. 

McFarland House also 
has new, modern wash¬ 
rooms, and a renovated 
interior the makes the 
building more accessible. 

“For more than two cen¬ 
turies this house has come 
to symbolize the gracious 
way of life which existed in 
the early 19th century,” said 
Thomson. 

“It also serves as a power¬ 
ful reminder of the realities 
and consequences of war 
and what happened on 
these lands around us 
almost 200 years ago. Our 
goal in restoring this site is 
to tell these unique and dif¬ 
fering stories, while paying 
tribute to the sacrifices 
made by all those who 
fought along these lands 
now controlled by the 
Niagara parks Commission.” 

During the war, 
McFarland was taken pris¬ 
oner by the Americans, and 
when he returned home, the 
house was in a state of disre¬ 
pair, with windows, doors 
and mantels missing. He 
was heartbroken, and died 
shortly afterward. 

“He rests at St. Mark’s 
Church," said Thomson, 
“where his tombstone bears 
an inscription listing these 
lamentable woes.” 

The heritage home is the 
third and final building that 
received a facelift as part of 
a joint investment to revital¬ 
ize the Commission’s War of 
1812 heritage building col¬ 
lection. 

"We are truly fortunate to 
have a functional heritage 
house open to visitors in the 
lovely community of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 



which brings history to life 
by showcasing what luxury 
living was like 200 years 
ago," said Rob Nicholson, 

MP for Niagara Falls and 
NOTL, and the Minister of 
Justice. 

MPP Kim Craitor, also on 
hand for the opening, said 
his time as the local repre¬ 
sentative has helped him 
understand the significance 
of the history of the area. 

NOTL helps to drive 
provincial tourism, and 
investments such as the one 
for Parks Commission prop¬ 
erties, during a time of fiscal
